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THE TIGERS’ TIES

The first undefeated season in two years was completed by the 1945 
football team under the direction of Augie Morningstar, who did a fine job 
of handling the headccaching reins for the first time in his promising career. 
Only five victories were chalked up however, because the other half of the 
games played ended in ties. 

This constituted the strangest record ever turned in by W. H. S. foot¬ 
ball eleven. Schools throughout the state are now concentrating more on 
football and consequently are developing better teams. Massillon’s five 
ties, four of which were with the top teams of the state, threw the mythical 
title race into shambles with no team having a claim to the crown. 

The first game of the season matched the Tigers against the Akron 
South Cavaliers, city champions of Akron for the previous season. The 
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Bengals downed them 21-0 with V\ ebb, Zorger and Richards chalking up the 
touchdowns. Cocklin, on a conversion and a safety in the second quarter 
added the other three points. W ebb s sixty yard touchdown run in the first 
stanza, highlighted the contest. 

The fastest scoring spree of the season occured in the Weirton game, the 
second of the season. Webb showing much speed and cleverness, trotted 41 
yards in the initial quarter which was matched by Weirton in the third 
period by a pass and lateral play to tie the score at 6-6. The Tigers later 
broke loose and in two and one half minutes, three more touchdowns were 
pushed across the goal. It all started when McGuire crashed across from 
the three yard stripe. Two plays after the kick off Zorger stole the ball 
from the Weirton backfield and galloped 34 yards for six points. Massillon 
again kicked to the visitors. In two plays Zeller intercepted a pass and 
broke loose for 61 yards and a touchdown. The game ended 24-6, giving 
the Tigers their second victory. 

The first tie of the season came in the game with the Lincoln Lions. A 
hard fought game all the way presented only one scoring chance for the
